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INITIAL SET-UP INFORMATION 


The 38” Cabinet is presented fully assembled, but can be separated into two convenient 
parts, namely the FRONT and the TOWER subassemblies, to allow it to be transported 
through narrow passages such as normal doorways. : 


To separate the two parts, co the following: 


M@ = =Open the back door of the front section of the cabinet, located behind the control 
panel. — 


@ With access through the back door opening, remove 4 bolts, two on either side, 
from the vertical joining panels that hold together the front and the back sections 
of the cabinet. 


Separate the cabinet into the FRONT and the TOWER subassemblies.

Only qualified personnel to inspect or test the IC Board. 


Only use a logic tester for testing I.C. Boards. The use of a continuity tester is not 
permitted. After confirming that there are no irregularities, turn the power ON. 


REGARDING STATIC ELECTRICITY 


When you touch the monitor (CRT) at the same time the power is turned ON or OFF, 
there may be a slight electrical discharge. This however is caused by static 
electricity and would not inflict injury.

SERVICE SWITCHES 


1. SERVICE BRACKET 


The service bracket is located on the left hand side wall of the front cabinet base 
compartment, as seen through the coin door opening. It has three controls :~ 


a) Test Switch, located near the Service button, activates the test 
mode for the game installed. 


b) Service Button, located between the Test switch and the Volume 
knob, will input one game credit every time it is 
pressed, without clocking the coin counter. 


c) Volume Knob, located on the service bracket, 
near the Service button, adjusts 
the sound level.

3. VOLUME BRACKET 


The volume bracket is located on the back panel of the 
monitor tower, accessed through its removable front panel . It 
has a Volume control knob for adjusting the woofer sound 
level.

3. CREDIT BRACKETS 


The four credit brackets are located on the back of the coin 
door, near the coin counter. Each bracket has a Credit button - 
identical to the Service button - that can be used to enter a 
game credit without actuating the coin counter. The four credit 
buttons are provided for up to four player games.

CHANGING THE MONITOR 





M@ Service or repairs to the monitor can be carried out without removing the monitor 
from its cabinet. 


Access to the chassis and to the back of the monitor is provided by unbolting and 


removing the right hand side back panel of the monitor box, as seen from the rear of 
the cabinet. | 


Hi Remove the monitor from the cabinet when: 


e the monitor needs to be replaced _if found unrepairable or for other reasons, 
or 


e the screen position is to be changed from vertical to horizontal or reversely, as 
required by the game installed. 


TO REMOVE THE MONITOR, access it from the front of the screen and perform 
the following procedure: 


1. Remove the monitor perspex. 
2. Unbolt the monitor frame off the wooden panels of the monitor box. 


3. a. If replacement is required : Remove the monitor & frame assembly, detach 
the frame, reattach it to the new monitor then reassemble the cabinet. 


b. If changing position : Rotate the monitor & frame to suit the new position. 
The monitor perspex has to be rotated as well, to fit the new setting.
